SOUTH LINK - UP 
WITH OLYMPIAKOS

outh Melbourne is forging a vital 

link with one of Greece most for- 

midable clubs to remain a force in 
the national league, 

South's strategy to remain a viable, 
fully professional club received an initial 
boost when the Bank of Cyprus became its 
major sponsor a few months ago. Now, it 
is establishing a "partnership or alliance" 
with Olympiakos to bolster its national 
and international fortunes. 

"This club, like a number of other clubs, 
has realised that we need an alliance with 
an oyerseas-based club. Discussions with 
Olympiakos started three months ago and 
they are progressing well," South presi- 
dent George Vasilopoulos said. 

"In the last couple of months there has 
been a lot of communication and we're 
now been invited to go to Europe for a 
face-to-face meeting. This will happen in 
the next two or three weeks. 

"This club will give us the opportunity 
to have an exchange of players, to have 
this team play exhibition games here and 
for South Melbourne to play in Europe. 
We'll also see merchandise exchanging, 

"This team will also have first right to 
choose any of the South Melbourne play- 
ers. With the Academy progressing. the 


overseas club will also get first right of 
refusal (on emerging talent), 

"We talked fo five different clubs. But 
it's come down to the one club 
(Olympiakos), who have accepted the pro- 
posals we've sent to them and they've 
invited us to go over there, which will be 
some time in June after the grand final 
here," he said. 

Vasilopoulos said the partnership would 
not involve a financial share but rather be 
in the form of a sponsorhip. 

"This is what we'll be discussing. We 
cannot sell the club. The club belongs to 
the members. But it will be a partnership. 
We'll be approaching them to become a 
sponsor and that sponsorship would give 
them the right to look at any players in 
Australia. They can bring their scouts 
here, which is something they're very keen 
on, 

‘They can be here during their pre-sea- 
son preparation, Melbourne has 300,000 
Greeks. To them that would be another 
base. They can do their preparation at Bob 
Jane (stadium) and stay across the road in 
a nice hotel," he said. 

Vasilopoulos rejected suggestions an 
alignment with a Greek club ) would move 
South away from the mainstream of the 
Australian community.

“That was going to put me

“T always felt that I had to 
give it another go but I'd only 
been in Germany for about a 
week when I busted my leg in 
training. This time I stayed on 
and when T recovered 1 found 
myself playing for the first team 
in the Bundesliga against 
Wolfsburg and then Bayern 
Munich, 

“After playing just two 
games, though, I then broke my 
foot and it was proving to be a 
really torrid time. I went back 
home to Australia before our 
national coach invited me to go 
and play in Japan for Sanfrecce. 

“Originally, 1 was a bit 
unsure and I only signed for six 
months but I loved it in 
Hiroshima. There were a couple 
of other Aussies there, everyone 
spoke English and I had a right 
ball. 

“Having been out injured for 
so long, I was now enjoying my 
football and after the first six 
months, I signed for another 18 
months, 

“[ always knew that I would 
have to come back to Europe at 
some stage, though,” he admits 
after deciding to leave the J- 


League at the end of the 1999- 
2000 season, “My agents had 
already spoken to Newcastle 


United, Arsenal, 
Middlesbrough and 
Southampton plus a few other 
Premiership clubs. 


Then one day, my phone 
rung out of the blue and it was 
Harry Redknapp. 

Unlike all those other clubs, 
the actual manager himself had 
bothered to contact me person- 
ally to ask how things were 
going. He told me all about the 
club and what the future held 
here, 

“Harry had been good 
enough to ring me from the 
other side of the world and that 
turned out to be one of the main 
reasons why T wanted to come 
to West Ham. 

“1 like to play a bit myself 
and I knew they were a good 
footballing side whose culture 
has always been to set out to 
play from the back. 

“When some of the other 
‘Aussie boys gave the club the 
‘all clear’ that was that as far as 
Twas concerned. I was coming 
to West Ham United.” 

If only things had been that 
simple. 

For having tantalisingly seen 
his new charge in impressive 
pre-season action, Harry then 
had to endure those months of 
angst and anger as the club furi- 
ously tried to cut a swathe 
through all that bureaucratic red 
tape wrapped around the work 
permit application. 

“ft's frustrating if you're a 
player and you're injured, sus- 
pended or just not selected,” 
continues Foxe as he looks back 
‘on a redundant winter of dis- 
content that saw Hammers free- 
fall from the brink of European 
qualification to the edge the rel- 


cegation whirlpool. 

“And as I didn’t have my 
permit it was equally hard 
watching each game from the 
stands, It’s been tough because 
the boys -have been going 


through a hard time and getting ~ 


a bit of flak. But they've all got 
good characters, they're strong- 
willed and they're motivated, 

They want to go out and do it 
for the fans because they know 
they're the ones who pay their 
money and they're the ones 
who are used to watching us 
play good football. We don’t 
want them to get the hump and 
all depressed.” 

‘Throughout the entire saga, 
the eoveted Number Six shirt 
had remained unallocated in the 
locker room. 

For many, that was clearest 
sign of Harry's determination to 
bring his Foxe hunt to a victori- 
‘ous conclusion. 

“No-one had ever promised 
me the No. 6 shirt,” counters 
Hayden. “In fact, it was only 
when it was given to me that I 
actually realised the signifi- 
cance of it all. When you think 
about all what Bobby Moore 
gave to the game, I’m as proud 
as punch to wear it and all I can 
hope is that I can be just half the 
player that he was.” 

Afier a marathon 240-day 
wait, Foxe pulled on the shirt 
and trotted out for the 2-0 defeat 
at the hands of Everton. 

Despite the result, the debu- 
tant was one of the brighter 
sparks in an otherwise misfiring 
Hammers’ line-up. 

“It was a huge, huge relief to 
finally play. I was as nervous as 
hell after such a long wait and I 
couldn’t sleep the night before. 
People had been waiting nearly 
a year to see me play and T just 
didn’t know what they were 


expecting from me. 

“just wanted to go out there 
and do well and once | got a 
couple of touches of the ball it 
became so much easier, espe- 
cially as there were people 
‘around me with whom I felt 
comfortable.” 

Late on, however, he was 
caught in possession by the 
Toffees’ livewire Francis 
Jeffers who almost brought the 
flamboyant Foxe’s debut to a 
sticky end. 

“When he nicked the ball off 
me I thought: ‘S***!” All I 
could do was run back as hard 
as I could and hope that he 
missed, And although his chip 
hit the bar, the rebound still 
went straight to Duncan 
Ferguson. Shaka had to make a 
great save and I thank him for 
that. Everyone makes mistakes 
and obviously that one was 
down to me.” 

In his second outing against 
rampant Leeds, however, the 
tables were turned when his 
never-say-die attitude somehow 
saw him slide a certain Lee 
Bowyer goal off the line. “It 
was a bit of luck really, “ he 
says modestly. 

“T was just fortunate that I 
was in the right place at the 
right time to scramble it away. 

“All I'd say is that in any 
game of football, your team 
might not be playing at its best 
and your touch and passing 
might be deserting you, but you 
can never stop running and 
ing. Although everyone’s enti- 
tled to an off-game here and 
there everyone can always give 
110%.” 

Sandwiched between those 
first two Hammers’ outings was 
that farcical next stage of 
Australia’s World Cup qualifi- 
cation programme. 


But with the Socceroos scom 
ing 66 goals without reply in 
their four matches against 
‘Tonga (22-0), American Samoa 
(31-0), Fuji (2-0) and Samoa 
(11-0) many questioned the 
need for Hayden and his 
Premiership pals to fly home. 

“t's a dream to play for your 
country no matter whether it’s 
England, Brazil, Australia or 
Tonga. There's no prouder 
moment and every time that I’m 
called up for Australia, I want 
to play,” insists Hayden. who 
scored his first international 
goals in the wins over Fuji and 
then Samoa. 

“Remember, if it wasn’t for 
Australia then I wouldn't get 
recognised and be able to come 
over and play for the likes of 
West Ham United. My coun- 
try’s given me the opportunity 
to show the world what we can 
do individually as footballers.” 

In making a mockery of 
world football, however, three 
sets of opponents were given 
the opportunity to show the 
world what they cannot do as 
footballers. 

“Hopefully, something will 
be resolved so that we don’t 
have to play games like that 
ever again,” says a bemused 
Hayden who played in three of 
the four matches. 

“Against Tonga we just tried 
to play our one and two-touch 
football. We didn’t want people 
racing upfield from the back 
just queuing up to score and we 
tried to keep things disciplined 
as if we were playing against, 
ay, France. 
fou should never feel sorry 
for your opponents but when it 
gets to score-lines like 22-0 and 
31-0 your heart feels for them. 
They're running around, work- 
ing hard and trying their 


bet##s off and it's so dis- 
heartening for them.” 

“I don’t know what the 
American Samoans were doing 


at times,” grimaces Foxe who 
sat out that all-time record 
international victory. 


Indeed, one Aussie official 
remarked: ‘They're great peo- 
ple with great voices but they're 
woeful, terrible footballers who 
just can’t play!’ after the team 
ranked 203rd in the world 
embraced at the final whistle 
and sang to a puzzled Cofis 
Harbour crowd. 

“Yeah, we'd brought in a few 
players and the lads were told to 
go out and try to score as many 
as we possibly could, We want- 
ed to show FIFA that these 
games are pointless, silly and 
embarrassing for the teams. 

“T came back in for the Fuji 
game which we knew would be 
a battle and a lot more difficult. 
We were still expected to win 
and although at 2-0 it was rea- 
sonably comfortable in the end, 
you've got to think how embar- 
rassing it would have been for 
Australia if we hadn't qualified 
through the first phase because 
of a defeat against Fiji 

“The summer's going to be 
busy now. We've got the 
Confederation Cup tournament 
in May, followed by the next 
phase of the World Cup qualifi- 
cation series against. New 
Zealand. If we beat them we've 
then got to play the South 
Americans for a place at the 
2002 finals. 

“We played good football at 
the Sydney 2000 Olympics but 
at the end of the day, as we've 
also seen at West Ham, that 
doesn’t always get you results, 

As host nation we were hurt 
that we didn’t get amongst the 
soccer’ medals last year and it 


will give the whole country a 
big buzz if we qualify for the 
World Gup in Japan.” 

Hayden will also be taking 
Fabienne ‘Down Under’ to 
meet the folks before returning 
to make up for this lost season 
in the Premiership. 

“England is now going to be 
where my wife is, where my job 
is and where we live and I can't 
see myself being anywhere else 
but here at the moment, I love 
it, I'll miss Australia and that’s 
only normal but I'm no longer 
homesick and it’s not as though 
T'll want to keep going back 

~ there tomorrow, ~ 

“All the guys at West Ham 
are great. You could go some- 
where else and they could be 
arrogant and absolute bi##**s 
50 it really helps if you go to a 
country where they speakto you 
and where they treat you well. 

“If you feel comfortable off 
the pitch with them, then you'll 
feel comfortable on the pitch 
with them. They're my mates 
and it’s $0, so pleasing for me, 

“Sure, things have been dis- 
appointing for the club and for 
the fans over the past three or 
four months. We just haven't 
got the results that we wanted 
recently,” he says before audi- 
bly raising his enthusiastic 
Aussie tones to a level that con- 
firms he just cannot wait to start 
work again come August. 

“It’s like this mate, we've all 
{just got to put this year behind 
us now and then come back 
after the break looking to go 

-into next season feeling really 
positive.”

‘o sign or not to sign a National 

Soccer League guest player for a 
limited period?

iverpool beat Alaves 
4 with a golden goal 
winner to lift the 
UEFA Cup in one of the most 
remarkable European cup 
finals ever played. 
Gerard Houllier’s side not 
only completed an unprece- 
dented treble of cup wins by an 
English club after lifting the 
League Cup and FA Cup, they 
also won their first European 
trophy since 1984, the year an 
English club last won this tro- 
phy. 
‘The match itself — the 
highest scoring European final 
since Real Madrid beat 
Eintracht Frankfurt 7-3 in the 
1960 European Cup final — 
also recalled a bygone era 
when teams scored almost at 
will and entertainment was the 
keyword. 
‘The pattern for the game 
was set in only the fourth 
minute when Liverpool took 
the lead for the first time. 
Markus Babel, back on his 
native soil, rose unmarked to 
head home a Gary McAllister 
free-kick awarded after Emile 
Heskey was fouled wide on 
the right. 

Gerrard cracked a fierce 
right-foot drive past Alaves 
goalkeeper Martin Herrera to 
deservedly double their lead 
after their impressive start. 

Alaves coach — Mane 
changed the shape of his team 
after 24 minutes, replacing 
defender Dan Heggen with 
forward Ivan Alonso and it 
was Alonso who halved 
Liverpool’s lead when he out- 
jumped Babbel to make it 2-1. 

Liverpool were rocked by 
the goal but after a brief period 
of Alayes pressure, when both 
Javi Moreno and Tomic were 
denied by fine saves from 
Sander Westerveld, Liverpool 
regained their two-goal lead. 
‘Owen, looking to add to the 


eight goals he had scored in his 
previous four matches, broke 
free, only to be hauled down 
by Herrera after rounding the 
keeper and French referee 
Gilles Veissiere immediately 
pointed to the spot. 

Mcallister gave Herrera no 
chance with his penalty low to 
the keeper’s left and Liverpool 
went in with a deserved 3-1 
lead after 45 astonishing min- 
utes, 

Javi Moreno, the leading 
scorer in Spain this season 
with 25 goals, pulled one back 
when he headed home a cross 
from Contra just two minutes 
into the second half. 

Houllier replaced the inef- 
fective Heskey with Robbie 
Fowler after 64 minutes and 
nine minutes later Fowler 
scored what looked like the 
winner with the goal of the 
night. 

Collecting a superbly 
weighted through ball from 
McAllister, he took the ball 
across the area and drilled 
home a right-foot drive despite 
having four defenders and the 
keeper in front of him, 

But there was still more to 
come and with Liverpool just 
two minutes from victory, 
Alaves equalised again with 
Jordi Cruyff heading home a 
comer from a metre out to 
make it 4-4, 

But then with 116 minutes 
on the clock and penalties 
looking more and more likely, 
Liverpool were awarded 
another free-kick after 
Karmona was sent off for his 
second yellow card for hauling 
down Vladimir Smicer. 

McAllister, voted as Man of 
the Match afterwards, sent in 
yet another piercing free-kick 
which skimmed off the head of 
Alaves defender Delfi Geli 
and past Herrera to cap a truly 
memorable European final.

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iverpool’s incredible 5-4 win 

over Alaves in the UEFA Cup 

final last week has immediate- 
ly joined the list of great matches and 
will be remembered as an all-time 
classic. 

The nine-goal thriller was not just the 
highest-scoring European final since 
Real Madrid beat Eintracht Frankfurt 7- 
3 in the 1960 European Cup final, but it 
defied belief in the way that Alaves, 
refused to give in when they twice 
trailed by two goals at 2-0 and 3-1. 

Liverpool coach Gerard Houllier said: 
‘his players had immortalised them- 
selves in Dortmund. 

“Liverpool Football Club has always 
had success, but the players earned 
themselves a place in history,” he said. 

“They made a name for themselves 
as this final will be remembered for a 
very long time.” 

The match evoked the era of open 
attacking play when European club soc- 
cer was in its infancy and the pressures 
to succeed were nothing like today. 

In those days, matches were typically 
high-scoring. The first European Cup 
final in 1956 ended with Real Madrid 
beating Reims 4-3 in Paris and other 
goal-feasts followed in quick succes- 
sion. 

In 1958, Real won their third succes- 
sive European Cup with a 3-2 win over 
AC Milan in Brussels, followed by the 


bs 


10-goal 1960 final in Glasgow. 

In 1962, Benfica beat Real Madrid 
5-3 in Amsterdam, while the following 
year in Rotterdam, Tottenham Hotspur 
beat Atletico Madrid 5-f to set a record 
final score in the now defunct European 
Cup Winners Cup. 

Since then a number of teams have 
scored four goals in European finals. 

AC Milan have scored four in three 
European Cup finals in 1969, 1989 and 
1994, but until Wednesday, Spurs were 
the last team to score five goals in a one- 
off European final. 

However, both Borussia 
Moenchengladbach (1977) and Real 
Madrid (1986) scored five goals in one 
leg of the UEFA Cup final which was 
played over two legs until 1997. 

Spurs’ victory over Atletico came in 
a one-sided match, but Liverpool 
tmatched that feat on last week in a game 
that simply defied belief. 

At the same time, Alaves picked up 
an unwanted record of becoming -the 
first team to score four goals in a 
European final and still lose it. 

‘Such was the nature of the game that 
if the Golden Goal rule had not been in 
use, Alaves might even have scored 
again — even though there were only 
four minutes left to play. 

‘The irony for Alaves was that five of 
their players scored on the night — but 
the fifth was an own goal from the oth-
